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President’s 
Report 


The historical changes of 1973 
mark an expansion and broadening 
of the manner in which the Art 
Gallery of Ontario will henceforth 
fulfill its role in the community. 
The setting for these changes is the 
splendid new building. In April, 
1973, Mayor David Crombie offi- 
cially opened The Grange restored 
to the style of the 1830s. Stage | 

of the new building, which has 
been the main preoccupation of 
staff and board members for the 
last six years is nearing comple- 
tion; the contractor is renovating 
our old galleries and we look for- 
ward to the completion of that 
work before the official opening 

in the fall. 


We are only awaiting a final deci- 
sion from the Federal Government 
regarding financial support before 
letting tenders for Stage II, which 
will provide additional gallery 
spaces for Canadian Historical Art, 
the library and essential facilities 
for the Education and Extension 
Departments. 


The collections, the Gallery Shop, 
Art Rental Service and the majority 
of the staff have now been moved 
into their permanent quarters. The 
two large galleries which together 
form the Samuel and Ayala Zacks 
Wing will give us for the first time 
in our history an opportunity to 
mount major loan exhibitions with- 
out disturbing our own old master 
collection, which will be hung on 

a semi-permanent basis — in the 
renovated old galleries. A prints 
and drawings gallery will provide 
space for changing exhibitions of 
our own extensive collections in 
these media. The Henry Moore 
Sculpture Centre will enable us to 
present a greater variety of sculp- 
ture than ever before and gives the 
Art Gallery far reaching potential 
in this field. A spacious gallery cen- 
trally located between the Moore 
Centre and the main building will be 
exclusively devoted to the works of 
contemporary Canadian artists. 


The Extension Department's pro- 
gramme of circulating exhibitions 
continues to focus upon Canadian 
art. In Stage |, the Extension 
Department will have its own gal- 


lery and for the first time people in 
Toronto will be able to see these 
exhibitions, which previously 
travelled throughout the Province 
but could not usually be shown 

in the Gallery. 


This brief synopsis of an immense 
task cannot begin to do justice 

to the incredible workload borne 
by both Board and Staff. The 
Board and its committees have 
been consistently supportive and 
have given generously of their 
time, energy and devotion. George 
Sinclair, Vice President of the 
Gallery, chaired a committee to 
review the role of the Gallery in 
the community and Marvin Gelber, 
Vice President of the Gallery, 
chaired a panel which reviewed 
the role of the Curatorial Depart- 
ment. Artists and a range of people 
interested in the arts contributed 
to the discussions. Most import- 
antly, the Art Gallery of Ontario 
continues to be strengthened by a 
staff which is rich in expertise, 
enthusiasm, independence of 
thought and the proven willingness 
to work unstintingly under difficult 
physical conditions. We continue 
to attract a staff of the highest 
calibre; within the past year we 
have been fortunate to welcome 

to the Gallery Alvin Balkind, 
Curator of Contemporary Art; 

J. Russell Harper, Curator of 
Historical Canadian Art and Hugh 
Pryce-Jones, Director of Develop- 
ment. Our Director, William J. 
Withrow, is to be congratulated 
for the painstaking work which led 
to the appointments of these men 
and for his leadership throughout 
this particularly demanding year. 


The efforts of each of us will, | am 
sure, be amply rewarded when the 
new Art Gallery of Ontario opens 
this fall, and a brilliant new 
chapter of our history begins.

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Director's 
Report 


Introduction 

This report is made at a moment in 
the history of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario — and in fact in the history 
of the arts in Canada — which will 
determine what the Gallery is, how 
it operates within itself and in 
relation to the community. 


At the time of the last annual 
report, Stage | was well under 
way and we were working in the 
remaining part of the old building. 
During the next months we mount- 
ed several exhibitions including 
one which ranks among our most 
popular ever: A Tribute to Albert 
Franck. The last show in the old 
Gallery, it was, like the man it 
honoured, modest, and like his 
work, a tremendous success. That 
exhibition marked the end of an 
era, but a new era is now dawning 
as builders, electricians, and inter- 
ior designers put the final touches 
to our handsome new building and 
staff prepare exhibitions, pro- 
grammes and publications for 

our first season. 


Although the Gallery will reopen 
next October with the greatly 
expanded facilities described by 
the President, the building pro- 
gramme will continue: the library 
is still in rented space at College 
and Beverley Streets, where it will 
remain until the completion of 
Stage II; the Extension Department 
is ensconced in a combined office- 
warehouse building at 19 Duncan 
Street, which will be its quarters 
until Stage II is built; the Education 
Department is settled in temporary 
offices in Stage | where it will 
remain until its own much larger 
premises are built in Stages II 

and Ill. 


If the physical changes have been 
dramatic, other changes have 
been no less far reaching: twelve 
staff members resigned between 
April 1, 1973 and March 31, 1974 
and fifty-one were appointed, for a 
net increase of thirty-nine persons. 
A reorganization established the 
Development Branch which is 
responsible for working with the 
fund-raising committees and to 
which the Membership and Com- 
munications Departments report. 
To meet the needs of our enlarged 
staff, a personnel officer, who 
reports to the Administration 
Branch, was appointed. 


The Board of Trustees now 
includes three members who are 
practising artists: one a Govern- 


ment of Ontario appointee and the 
other two elected by the Gallery’s 
membership. Robert Bateman, this 
year’s provincial representative, 
had to resign because of a heavy 
work schedule; his place has now 
been taken by Tony Urquhart. One 
of the other artist members, James 
Spencer, has reluctantly decided 
to resign because of his work 
commitments; artist Michael 
Hayden has agreed to stand 

as an alternate. 


J. Douglas Crashley completes his 
term as President of the Board of 
Trustees of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario, having given generously 
of his time and effort in a period of 
exceptional need. These two years 
followed his four years of service 
as Chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee, on which he continues to 
serve. Mr. Crashley has pursued 
the management of the Gallery’s 
interests with a truly remarkable 
dynamism and energy and our 
thanks cannot match our 
gratitude for his work. 


This Gallery has continued to be 
the recipient of generous grants 
from the Province of Ontario, 
through the Ministry of Colleges 
and Universities; the Canada 
Council and the Municipality of 
Metropolitan Toronto. The Ontario 
Arts Council continues to offer us 
cooperation in a variety of pro- 
jects. In addition, as an Associate 
Museum under the National 
Museums Policy, we have received 
a substantial grant from the 
Department of the Secretary of 
State of the Federal Government 
of Canada. We have also been the 
beneficiaries of bequests from the 
Estates of William E. Coutts, 
William N. Mcllwraith, Luella 
McCleary, Gladdis Joy Tranter, 
and Louis Welham. We are grate- 
ful to those who perpetuated their 
interest in the Art Gallery of 
Ontario beyond their lifetimes. 


As we move from this hectic, 
transitional year into 1974-75, | 
should like to express my personal 
thanks to the staff, to Mr. Crashley 
and all members of the Board, to 
the Volunteer Committee and to 
the hard-working committees 

of the Board.

Art Trip ’74 

All departments of the Art Gallery 
helped to organize Art Trip ’74, a 
project which aims to exhibit the 
Gallery’s Canadian paintings and 
sculpture while the picture gal- 
leries are closed for renovation, 
and to make the Gallery and its 
services more familiar across 
Metro Toronto and beyond. 


Satellite galleries were opened at 
33 Hazelton Avenue and in the 
Sheridan Mall at Pickering. Exhi- 
bitions such as the Charles S. Band 
Memorial Exhibition of Paintings 
and Sculpture, Art of the Canadian 
Eskimo and Contemporary Cana- 
dian Painting and Sculpture 
attracted large and enthusiastic 
audiences. One of the highlights 
of the project was the presentation 
of Artists with their Work at 33 
Hazelton in March, in which four 
local artists — Brian Kelley, Vera 
Frenkel, Tom and Martha Henrick- 
son — showed their work and 
discussed and demonstrated their 
techniques for the visiting public. 
Smaller, constantly changing exhi- 
bitions of sculpture were seen at 
Sheridan Mall, Mississauga, York- 
dale Shopping Centre, and the 
Scarborough Town Centre. 


Curatorial 

The Curatorial Department has 
been brought up to full strength 
again during 1973-74 by the 
appointment in July of Alvin 
Balkind as Curator of Contempor- 
ary Art and in March of J. Russell 
Harper as Curator of Canadian 
Historical Art. Mr. Balkind was 
formerly Director of the Fine Arts 
Gallery, University of British 
Columbia; Dr. Harper, a prominent 
scholar in the field of Canadian 
art, has written books and exhibi- 
tion catalogues on a variety of 
subjects including Painting in 
Canada: A History and A People’s 
Art, to be published shortly. He 
was formerly Curator of Canadian 
Art at the National Gallery, Ottawa, 
and more recently was lecturer in 
fine arts at Sir George Williams 
University, Montreal. Alan Wilkin- 
son, Curator of the Henry Moore 
Sculpture Centre, who has been 
completing his doctorate at the 
Courtauld Institute in London, paid 
several visits to Toronto this year 
to discuss and organize the final 
details of the development of the 
Moore Centre. 
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Exhibitions 

The exhibition programme com- 
menced in May with The Art of 
Jean Hugo which was organized 
by Chief Curator Richard J. Wat- 
tenmaker who assembled 200 
works from five countries for the 
first comprehensive retrospective 
of this contemporary French artist. 
Dr. Wattenmaker also wrote the 
scholarly catalogue publication 
for the show, a limited edition of 
which contained a signed and 
numbered original colour print 
by Jean Hugo. 


Other exhibitions presented by the 
Art Gallery during the past year 
included: Art of the Comic Strip; 
Information and Perception; 
Progress in Conservation, organ- 
ized by the Canadian Conservation 
Institute and Art and Landscape of 
Italy: Too Late to be Saved?, a 
timely exhibition drawing attention 
to the widespread destruction 

of Italy’s physical and cultural 
environment. This show was 
organized by Mr. Roberto 
Brambilla, Director of the Italian 
Art and Landscape Foundation, 
New York, who also wrote the 
trenchantly probing text for the 
fully illustrated catalogue. 


Most appropriately, the last exhi- 
bition shown in the old galleries 
was A Tribute to Albert Franck, a 
retrospective of the work of the 
late Toronto artist, organized by 
local painter-pundit Harold Town 
with the cooperation of the artist's 
wife, Florence Vale Franck, and 
imaginatively installed by the 
Curator of Contemporary Art, 
Alvin Balkind.

“== Acquisitions 


The year was dominated by the 
arrival of several shipments of 
plasters, bronzes and graphics by 
Henry Moore. These outstanding 
acquisitions represent the greater 
part of the artist’s $15,000,000 gift 
to the Art Gallery for the Henry 
Moore Sculpture Centre. Among 
the most important pieces which 
arrived are Standing Figure, 1950, 
Reclining Figure, 1951, Draped 
Reclining Figure, 1952-53, and the 
bronze Two Forms, 1966-69, which 
will stand outside the Moore 
Centre at the corner of Dundas and 
McCaul Streets. 


European paintings acquired by 
the Gallery included two works by 
Jean Hugo: The Shepherd’s 
Daughter, 1939, and Cafetiére 
noire et fruits devant la fenétre, 
1961. Among the many additions to 
the Canadian Historical collection 
were paintings by William Raphael 
(gift of Mrs. Fay Loeb), Horatio 
Walker (gift of Mrs. Ruth Shuster), 
F. H. Varley (gift of H. K. Gordon), 
Frank Carmichael (gift of Mrs. 
Dorothy Hoover), Bertram Brooker 
and F. S. Challener. Our contem- 
porary holdings were enriched 
with works by Anni Albers, Louise 
Nevelson, William Ronald, William 
Kurelek and Henry Dunsmore. 


Basic Gallery housekeeping in 
preparation for the October 1974 
opening was the primary objective 
of the curatorial staff during the 
period commencing November 18 
when the old picture galleries 
closed for renovation. Under the 
supervision of Curatorial Coor- 
dinator Hal Lathrop and Registrar 
Charles McFaddin, the preparators 
transferred the entire collection of 
5,000 paintings, sculptures and 
graphics to the new vaults, where 
moveable storage screens have 
been installed to accommodate 
every painting in the collection. 
Over 400 works on paper have 
been re-matted in acid-free mounts 
cut to standard sizes and framed 
in a uniform moulding also cut to 
standard sizes, so as to be re- 


usable for every exhibition held in 
the new Prints and Drawings 
Gallery. Approximately twenty old 
master paintings have been fitted 
with newly acquired antique period 
frames; and an equal number of 
fine frames already in the collec- 
tion have been cleaned, regilded 
and repaired, while other frames 
have been removed and re-fitted 
to paintings more suitable for 
them, so that the presentation of 
the collection at the time of the 
opening will be significantly new. 
Among the major paintings whose 
frames have been replaced are the 
Rembrandt (Woman with Lap Dog), 
Poussin, Claude Lorrain, Dela- 
croix, Monticelli (The Return from 
the Chase), Picasso (Crouching 
Woman), Dufy and Vuillard. 


Conservator Eduard Zukowski 
worked mainly on paintings in the 
Canadian collection, cleaning and 
relining more than twenty works 
including paintings by Lawren 
Harris, Paul Peel, Maurice Cullen 
and Clarence Gagnon. Mr. Zukow- 
ski has also had the opportunity to 
make two trips to Europe in order 
to study paintings by old masters 
whose work is represented in the 
Art Gallery of Ontario collection. 


The Grange 

The Grange reopened in April 
1973. Fully restored to its 19th 
century style, it was first inspected 
by Gallery members and those who 
had assisted with the restoration. 
Then, on April 19, Mayor David 
Crombie arrived in an open 
landau, kindly lent by the Ontario 
Jockey Club, to declare the build- 
ing officially open to the public. 


During the first year of operation, 
44,800 visitors from many coun- 
tries had the opportunity to enjoy 
the homelike atmosphere; to 
sample the bread which is baked 
daily in the brick oven; and to 
learn how life was lived in York 
in 1835. 


Slide talks provide visitors with 
information concerning the history 
of the house and its inhabitants; 
museum displays increase their 
understanding of the significance 
of The Grange; and talks with the 
costumed staff provide answers to 
their many questions. 


For a large number of school 
children, tours of The Grange have 
been specially designed to coin- 
cide with the particular slant of 
their studies: ‘“know-your-city,”’ 
history, social studies, or interior 
design. On many occasions it 

has been possible for the students 
to make their own bread. Nor are 
special tours limited to children: 
new Canadians learning English, 
psychiatric and hospital patients 
seeking relaxation, church groups, 
garden clubs, professional and 
staff organizations on a social 
outing, have all enjoyed a group 
visit to The Grange. 


During the last five months of the 
fiscal year, while the picture 
galleries have been temporarily 
closed, The Grange has tried to 
compensate by presenting a 
varied programme. In December, 


volunteers and staff decorated the 
house in the style of 1835 with 
garlands of cranberries and pop- 
corn, swags of cedar and red 

and yellow apples. The Grange 
housekeeper demonstrated how to 
make mincemeat and mulled cider 
for visitors. The Women’s Com- 
mittee held a Christmas party and 
sale of work including traditional 
Christmas fare. In January and 
February a series of lectures about 
The Grange and 19th century York 
was well attended. Three concerts 
were given in the spring, thanks to 
the cooperation of the University 
of Toronto Faculty of Music. Dur- 
ing these months The Grange has 
also been used as a meeting place 
for Gallery committees and has 
been available for receptions, 
parties and symposia. 


We continue to be gratified by the 
generosity of people who give us 
their family treasures for safe- 
keeping: old letters which tell of 
customs in York, a spoon, alamp, 
a coin, knitting needles or a whole 
dinner service.

Library 

Owing to the hard work and 
enthusiasm of the library staff (to 
which a part-time cataloguer was 
added in September 1973) an 
increase in the activity during the 
past year can be reported. More 
readers used the library, 1,447 
more telephone queries were 
answered, five times more xerox 
copies were made and 641 cata- 
logues sent on exchange. Also, 
more titles were acquired: 1,580 in 
all, of which 368 by purchase, 785 
by exchange and 427 by gift. A 
total of 1,780 publications were 
processed, catalogued and recata- 
logued. The holdings of the library 
now stand at 20,000 volumes. 


Donors to the library included Mrs. 
Helen Bradfield, Mrs. A. H. C. 
Lewis, Mrs. |. Schneider, Mrs. 

R. P. Singer and Mrs. Percy Waxer. 
The outstanding acquisition of the 
year, a joint gift from Professor 

B. M. Corrigan and Mrs. George 
Hendrie, was Robert Adam’s Ruins 
of the Palace of Diocletian at 
Spalatro in Dalmatia (1764), a 
sumptuous illustrated folio. It is 
the first copy of this landmark of 
Neo-classicism to enter a 

Toronto library. 


The following major reference 
works were purchased: the 
Catalogue of the Library of the 
National Gallery of Canada, 1973 
(8 v.); 4 Supplements to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art 
Library Catalogue, 1965-1973; 
Benezit’s Dictionnaire des 
Peintres, Sculpteurs, etc., 1966 
(8 v.) and Nagler’s Monogram- 
misten, 1871-1879 (5 v.). 


Six books were lent to the J. E. H. 
MacDonald memorial exhibition in 
December 1973 at the Arts & 
Letters Club. Three small displays 
were mounted in the library: ‘“‘The 
Pre-Raphaelites in earnest and in 
jest,” “Illustrated Canadian Books 
for Children 1897-1971” and “‘A 
Selection of Publications designed 
by Noel Martin.” 


Special projects accomplished 
and initiated during the year 
included: an inventory of the 
pamphlets, the establishment of 
a name authority file, the cata- 
loguing of museum serials and 
early Art Gallery exhibition cata- 
logues, and the sorting and filing 
of illustrations from the Emily 
Elliott collection and of photo- 
graphs from the Newton 
MacTavish collection. 


A training grant from the National 
Museums Policy enabled two mem- 
bers of the library staff to enroll in 
courses at the University of 
Toronto, on Bibliography, Method- 
ology and Historiography, and on 


Mediaeval Art and Architecture 
respectively. The librarian and the 
cataloguer attended the ARLIS/NA 
(Art Libraries Society, North 
America) and College Art Associa- 
tion Annual Meetings in Detroit in 
January. The librarian took part in 
a panel on art libraries at the 
Faculty of Library and Science, 
and assisted at the 2nd Colloquium 
on Canadian Bibliography spon- 
sored by the Bibliographical 
Society of Canada in November. 
The whole staff collaborated in the 
planning of the new library which 
will be part of Stage II of the 
Gallery’s expansion. Until that 
time, the Library continues to be 
situated at 203 College Street. 


Publications 

The Publications Department con- 
tinued to coordinate editorial style 
and graphics for a wide range of 
material required by most depart- 
ments and some committees of the 
Gallery. This year Publications 
was involved to some degree 
(ranging from an advisory role to 
undertaking all stages of editing, 
design and production) in almost 
all items printed by the Gallery. 


Projects for the Curatorial Branch 
including the editing, design and 
production of the catalogue The 
Art of Jean Hugo, the supervision 
of production for the catalogue 
A Tribute to Albert Franck, and 
the editing and production of the 
catalogue /mpressionism in 
Canada: 1895-1935. A poster 
reproducing an original wash 
drawing by the artist was printed 
for the exhibition The Art of Jean 
Hugo, and a four-colour poster 
was produced for /mpressionism 
in Canada: 1895-1935. 


Publications worked with Extension 
Services on a major editorial revi- 
sion of its circulating exhibitions 
catalogue, forms and exhibition 
kits, and supervised the redesign 
(Gottschalk + Ash) and production 
of these items. The department 
also produced several poster/ 
catalogues for individual circu- 
lating exhibitions — The Shape 

of Things Now: A Review of 
Canadian Designed Products and 
Textile into 3D — and designed and 
produced a small catalogue for the 
Fall Festival in Sault Ste Marie, 
Algoma Country: The Group of 
Seven. 


In cooperation with the Communi- 
cations Department, Publications 
continued its efforts to build an 
integrated body of Gallery litera- 
ture to provide both permanent

information about services and 
changing news about programmes. 
The new format for Coming Events 
chosen last year by Gallery 
officers and staff and designed by 
Gottschalk + Ash was introduced 
in September and has been pub- 
lished every two months since. 
With the Development Department, 
in particular with Communications 
and the Membership Committee, 
work began on the first printed 
material to be used in a member- 
ship campaign. In addition, Publi- 
cations oversaw the editing and 
production of innumerable smaller 
items such as flyers, invitations, 
forms, and advised on all sorts 

of type and print problems. In 
cooperation with the Purchasing 
Agent newly-designed stationery 
was introduced. 


The Head of Publications visited 
the publications departments of 
the National Gallery of Art, Wash- 
ington, D.C., of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art and the Museum 
of Modern Art in New York. 


Extension 

During the year under review, the 
Extension Services Department 
continued to expand and develop 
circulating exhibitions throughout 
the province of Ontario, and parti- 
cipated in the new Festival Ontario 
programme. 


Two innovative and different exhi- 
bitions were created this year for 
larger centres. The Shape of 
Things Now: A Review of Canadian 
Designed Products, which was 
organized with the cooperation of 
Design Canada, offers an insight 
into the creative mind that shapes 
the products of Canadian industry. 
Textile into 3D presents imagina- 
tive work which 26 artists from 
across Canada created especially 
for this exhibition. Three-dimen- 
sional sculptural forms were 
expressed through weaving, 
knotting, wrapping, twining, fibre 
construction, basketry and free 
form techniques. 


The illustrated Circulating Exhibi- 
tions Catalogue offered a total of 
39 exhibitions to centres in 
Ontario; 79 centres made 204 
separate bookings. 


Artists with their Work, a pro- 
gramme jointly sponsored by the 
Art Gallery of Ontario and the 
Ontario Arts Council, gave 29 
artists the opportunity to visit 
communities around the province. 
Working in painting, sculpture, 
graphics, kinetics, textiles and 
multi-media, these artists stayed in 
such diverse communities as 
Cobourg, Atikokan, St. Catharines, 
Sarnia and Thunder Bay for 
periods up to a week, participating 
in workshops, seminars, and dis- 
cussion groups. In addition, twelve 
filmmakers travelled to fourteen 
centres to discuss and screen 
their work. 


Cooperation among the larger 
cultural institutions has increased 
during the year. Developed by and 
funded through the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities, Festival 
Ontario is a programme through 
which communities organizing 
local arts festivals may request an 
exhibition, display or production 
from the larger institutions such as 
the Royal Ontario Museum, the 
Ontario Science Centre and the 
Art Gallery of Ontario. 


Algoma Country, an exhibition of 
paintings of the Algoma region by 
the Group of Seven, was especially 
assembled from the collections of 
the Art Gallery of Ontario and the 
McMichael Canadian Collection 
for the Algoma Fall Festival held 
in Sault Ste Marie in September. 
Special modifications were made 
to the Centennial Room of the 
Sault Ste Marie Public Library 
and a system of panels was 
designed by Robert Ihrig; these 
will remain in the Sault for the use 
of the Library in its developing 
exhibition programme. 


Exhibitions and special program- 
mes have been created for the 
Grey Bruce Artsfest ’74 held in 
Owen Sound in February, and for 
the Georgian Festival at Georgian 
College, Barrie, in February/ 
March.

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Education 

Ten free noon-hour concerts, 
presented in cooperation with the 
Music Performance Trust Fund of 
the Recording Industries and the 
Toronto Musicians’ Association, 
enjoyed their usual popularity in 
June. 


Despite a brief season and space 
limitations, the fall Education 
programme included five Sunday 
concerts and three film series. 
Films on restoration were shown 
to support the exhibition Art and 
Landscape in Italy: Too Late to 
be Saved?; “Artists on Film” pre- 
sented 20th century artists at 
work and in conversation; while 
“Independent Cinema’, a look 

at current and very individual 
developments in filmmaking, 
featured two evenings of recent 
film by Toronto-based artists. 


Major expansion of the educa- 
tional programme is expected next 
year, so the winter and spring 
months revolved around general 
plans and possibilities for events 
and programmes in the new 
building. One specific project — 

an innovative series investigating 
video art — was formulated for 

the fall of 1974. 


School Visits 

School groups crowded into the 
Gallery in April 1973 to see, laugh 
and play with funky clay frogs 
(Ceramic Objects), Li'l Abner and 
Tarzan (The Art of the Comic 
Strip), and unusual contraptions 
and art works made by Ontario 
College of Art students 
(Information and Perception). 


May and June saw the successful 
continuation of the experimental 
school visits initiated in 1972. 
Elastic faces and bodies of grades 
5 to 7 students mimed actions to 
try to find out what a sculptor 
might study for a figurative piece. 
Out of doors in Grange Park, 
grades 1 to 3 explored shapes by 
painting and by making their own 
creations out of colourful felt. The 
renovated vault of the old building 
will become “‘orientation rooms”’ 
where these experimental visits 
may continue on a regular basis. 


The Education Department and 
Volunteer Committees linked 
forces to establish a Community 
Speakers’ Bureau. In the fall, the 
Education Department organized 
an intensive training programme, 
during which Volunteers inter- 
viewed members of staff, dug 
through reports and newspapers, 
selected charts and slides to tell 
the Gallery’s story, and gave talks 
to each other. The Bureau has 
only been fully operational for a 
few months and the Junior Volun- 
teer Committee is already planning 
to expand its services by arrang- 
ing to visit schools and give slide 
talks about the Gallery.

Gallery School 

During the suspension of practical 
activities, the work of the Head of 
the School has fallen into two main 
areas. The first was the planning 
of the Activity Centre, a major 
concept in the Stage II building. 
The second main concern was the 
planning and preparation of the 
temporary activity space in the 
basement of the Stage | building. 


Detailed specifications for the 
Stage II Activity Centre required 
consultation with art education 
authorities at all levels in Metro 
Toronto and the province, con- 
tinual meetings with the architects 
and engineers and visits to other 
art centres in the country. Plans 
now nearing completion indicate 
that the Activity Centre will be one 
of the most valuable and exciting 
facilities anywhere in the art world. 


The Stage | studio-workshop is 
being set up for a full programme 
of practical art sessions taking 
place seven days a week. When 
the Gallery School begins opera- 
tion in the fall, a variety of school 
visit groups, junior art students, 
scholarship students and adults 
will be served. Although enrolment 
numbers must be limited, students 
will be able to gain experience 
and instruction in drawing, 
painting, three-dimensional 
construction and modelling, 
serigraphic, intaglio and relief 
printmaking. 


Audio-Visual Library 


Slide Collection 

The primary function of the Audio- 
Visual Library this year, as always, 
has been to acquire and maintain 
a collection of slides representing 
the history of art from early 
cultures to present-day artistic 
concepts and to circulate these 
slides throughout the province of 
Ontario to museums, galleries, edu- 
cational institutions, community 
groups and individual borrowers. 
Since refurbishing and recata- 
loguing of the slide collection is 
still in progress, it has been 
necessary to limit the circulation 
of this material. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that the refurbishing will be 
completed within the next year. In 
1973-74 despite these limitations 


and others caused by the move 
into the new building, the Audio- 
Visual Library serviced 420 loans, 
processing 16,115 slides for 
circulation. 


Archive slides of the Art Gallery 
of Ontario’s permanent collection, 
slides of the installation of loan 
exhibitions and of the works com- 
prising such exhibitions, and 
slides of special events at the 
Gallery were also maintained. 
Significant additions to these 
collections are slides of works of 
art donated to the Gallery and 
works from exhibitions held in 
1973-74. 


Films 

The film collection is used primar- 
ily to complement circulating 
exhibitions organized by the 
Extension Department and for 
Gallery programmes. The Audio- 
Visual Library arranged twenty-two 
loans of twenty-nine films for 
extension exhibition centres 
across the province. Important 
additions include Paul Kane Goes 
West, A Conversation with Marcel 
Duchamp and Michael Snow’s A 
Casing Shelved. The Audio-Visual 
Library is also responsible for 
negotiations and loan arrange- 
ments for films for the Education 
evening programmes, and for the 
booking of films for other Gallery 
departments. 


Visual Aids and Resources 

The Audio-Visual Library con- 
tinues to provide teachers, 
students and the general public 
with a variety of information and 
assistance involving visual aids. 
During the year 283 inquiries were 
serviced by mail and a large 
number of telephone inquiries 
about sources for films, slides, 
reproductions and multi-media 
materials were answered. 


Photographic Services 

This new department was estab- 
lished to meet the photographic 
requirements of the Gallery and 
to coordinate and improve the 


handling of requests for photo- 
graphs or transparencies (for 
publication or reproduction) of 
works of art in the permanent 
collection. 


During the course of the year, the 
coordinator of the department did 
extensive research into systems 
and equipment available and 
studied the photographic records 
and services of museums and 
galleries in Ottawa, Montreal and 
New York in order to evaluate our 
own needs better. 


Meantime a photography studio 
and darkroom were built and some 
of the finest equipment acquired. 
A professional photographer 
joined the staff and, with final 
installation of the equipment 
nearing completion at the end of 
the fiscal year, the Gallery is for 
the first time in a position to start 
producing high quality photo- 
graphs, slides and transparencies. 


By providing instructional material 
for slide sales programmes, 
Photographic Services fulfills a 
responsibility previously carried 
out by the Audio-Visual Library. 

A new edition of 100 slides of 
subjects from our Canadian 
collection was produced anda 
special set of slides for universi- 
ties, colleges and other galleries 
was prepared from the exhibition 
Impressionism in Canada, 1895- 
1935 (organized by the Art Gallery 
of Ontario) which will tour Canada 
before coming to the Gallery in 
November 1974. 


On fifty-eight occasions, arrange- 
ments were made to release 
photographic material for use in 
editorial coverage, film or film 
strips, or for reproduction in 
books, calendars and greeting 
cards. The department assumes 
the detailed tasks associated with 
matters of copyright and royalties 
paid for reproduction or slide 
editions. 


The successful establishment of 
Photographic Services provides 
the Gallery with another pro- 
fessional service department. 


Development 

In September 1973, Hugh Pryce- 
Jones joined the Art Gallery of 
Ontario as Director of Develop- 
ment, assuming responsibility for 
communications in general, 
supervision and coordination of 
promotional material relating to 
funding, and the Membership 
Department. Development imme- 
diately set up a Communications 
Department. This department has 
established a positive relationship 
with the news media which are 
making the public aware of the 
Art Gallery of Ontario to an extent 
not achieved for several years. 
The current preoccupation is with 
all areas of promotion — including 
print, television and radio advertis- 
ing — as they relate to the Gallery’s 
official opening in October. 


Membership 

We wish to express appreciation 
to our 6,000 members who have 
continued their strong support and 
interest in the Gallery during the 
disruption of the exhibition pro- 
gramme as a result of the building 
construction. All renewed and new 
annual memberships commencing 
prior to the opening of the new 


Gallery in October 1974 will be 
automatically extended to 
September 1975, in order to 
guarantee members at least twelve 
months’ access to the Gallery 
after its official opening. 


Annual membership fees and 
categories have been amended: 
Individual $15.00, Family $25.00, 
Student $5.00, Supporting $50.00. 
The Gallery recently formed the 
new category of Corporate 
Membership and there are already 
thirty-five such members repre- 
senting corporations who 
subscribe $1,000 or more annually. 


Plans for an aggressive campaign 
for individual membership are 
well under way.

Volunteer Committee 

The Women’s Committee — now 
to be known as the Volunteer 
Committee — has planned its future 
rather than projects this year. 
Extensive consideration was 
devoted to changing the name to 
one which would ensure an 
enthusiastic body of volunteers 
drawn from the entire Gallery 
membership. As the Volunteer 
Committee, it will continue to 
promote public interest in the 
Gallery and to raise money for 
specific purposes such as the 
purchase of works of art. 73 


A campaign for new members of 
the Art Gallery will intensify as the 
openings approach. To comple- 
ment the campaign and increase 
awareness of the Gallery, the 
Community Speakers Bureau was 
established to give slide talks to 
widely diverse groups. These 
speakers, including twelve Junior 
Volunteers who speak to school 
classes, participated in a concen- 
trated training course organized 
by the Education Department, 
covering all aspects of the Gallery: 
and they in turn will train other 
volunteers to be building guides. 


As important as gaining new mem- 
bers is retaining present ones. The 
Gallery Hopping programme has 
provided educational days and 
evenings for 420 Gallery members 
while Art Tours to Central America 
and Greece have attracted another 
107. A new venture has been the 
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planning of programmes which 
include tours of private collections 
for visiting groups. sd 


Volunteers have assisted the staff 
of The Grange, served on many 
Gallery committees and partici- 
pated in study groups. Although 
professional staff took over the 
administration of the Gallery Shop 
in July, volunteers are still respon- 
sible for ordering and processing 
books and for staffing. Art Rental 
continued to provide its vital 
service to individuals and busi- 
nesses. At the end of the year, 
both the Gallery Shop and the Art 
Rental Service moved to their 
spacious premises in the new 
building. zh Fi 


The Junior Women’s Committee 
purchased Mystic Rouge by David 
Bolduc and a drawing by Mia 
Westerlund. / 6 


Funds raised by the Gallery Shop, 
Art Rental Service, Art Tours and 
Gallery Hoppings have been used 
to purchase a sculpture by Robert 
Murray: Swing, 1973; while the 
monies raised by the celebration 
to mark the 60th anniversary of the 
Art Museum of Toronto’s move 
into The Grange were donated to 
the Building Campaign Fund. 


Staff Association 

During its second year, the Staff 
Association continued the process 
of establishing operating 
procedure. Membership and fee 
accounting, creation of executive 
positions of Chairman, Secretary 
and Treasurer, starting committees 
for social events, a news bulletin 
and planning the Staff lounge were 
some of the matters initiated. 
During the year a number of 
successful events were held, 
notably two staff trips to Washing- 
ton in the spring to see the U.S.S.R. 
loan exhibition and a big Nostalgia 
Party in November to bid farewell 
to the old building. 


Many matters of importance to the 
staff were taken up with the 
Director and, as a result, the new 
Policy and Procedure book was 
published, a tentative salary scale 
issued, policy on sick leave and 
staff vacancy advertising was 
established and many day-to-day 
problems were solved. The 
Association was put on a sound 
financial base with income from 
fees, ticket sales and a grant from 
the Gallery. Advice was given to 
other museums who were interest- 
ed in forming a staff association. 
Details of the Association’s 1973 
activities are too numerous for this 
report, but it may be said that staff 
morale and well-being were 
substantially assisted in a difficult 
and disruptive year.

1 Accounting policies 
The Gallery does not include the 
cost of land, buildings and equip- 
ment in the balance sheet except 


for costs which have been incurred 


in connection with the extension 
of the Gallery’s facilities and the 
restoration of Grange House 
(these costs will be written off 
when the projects are complete). 
Equipment purchased is charged 
to current expenditures. 


Accordingly, no depreciation on 
buildings or equipment has been 
provided in the accounts. 


2 Bank indebtedness 
The bank indebtedness is secured 
by the Government of Canada 
bonds held by the General Fund. 


3 Province of Ontario financing 
In 1971 the Province of Ontario 
agreed to give the Gallery 
$12,750,000 over ten years for 
the expansion of its facilities; 
$7,500,000 of this amount has 
been received as at March 31, 
1974. 


The Gallery has issued debentures 
totalling $7,000,000 to the Ontario 
Universities Capital Aid Corpora- 
tion for a portion of the amounts 
received from the Province. Pay- 
ments of debenture principal and 
interest are to be made by the 
Treasury Department of the 
Province of Ontario on behalf 

of the Gallery; accordingly the 
$7,000,000 received from the 
Province has not been recorded 
as a liability in the accounts. 


4 Construction commitments 
The Gallery has commitments 
totalling $2,720,000 in connection 
with the construction of its new 
facilities. 


5 Rental commitments 
The Gallery is committed to rental 
payments of approximately 
$65,000 per year under the terms 
of anumber of leases expiring 
at various dates to 1978. 


6 The Art Gallery of Ontario 
Foundation 
As at March 31, 1974 the approxi- 
mate market value of the net 
assets of The Art Gallery of 
Ontario Foundation (formerly The 
Art Gallery of Toronto Foundation) 
was $1,387,000. 


7 Special Purpose Grants 


In addition to the revenue 
reflected in the accompanying 
Statement of Revenue and 
Expenditures, the Gallery received 
during the year the special 
purpose grants as set out on 
opposite page. 


Auditors’ Report 


To the Members of the 
Art Gallery of Ontario: 


We have examined the balance 
sheet of the Art Gallery of Ontario 
as at March 31, 1974, the state- 
ment of revenue and expenditures 
and statements of continuity of the 
general fund, capital funds and 
building funds for the year then 
ended. Our examination included 
a general review of the accounting 
procedures and such tests of 
accounting records and other 
supporting evidence as we con- 
sidered necessary in the circum- 
stances, except as noted in the 
following paragraph. 


Donations and bequests received 
by the Gallery, by their nature, are 
not susceptible of complete veri- 
fication by audit procedures. 
Accordingly, our verification of 
receipts from this source was 
limited to a comparison of 
recorded receipts with bank 
deposits on a test basis. 


In our opinion, except for the limi- 
tation in the scope of our examina- 
tion referred to in the preceding 
paragraph, these financial state- 
ments present fairly the financial 
position of the Gallery as at March 
31, 1974 and the results of its 
operations for the year then 
ended, in accordance with gen- 
erally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples for non-profit organizations, 
applied on a basis consistent with 
that of the preceding period.
